“Whether the demand for payment of fall back wages 
to piece-rated workers engaged in the Raghurajnagar 
Lime Stone Mine of Sutna Stone & Lime Company 
Limited is justified ? If so. at what rates and under 
what conditions ?’* 

2. That with a view to avoid litigation and to promote 
industrial peace and harmony the Parties have agreed to settle 
the dispute on the terms set out below 

TERMS OF SETTLEMENT : 

(a) Agreed that the workers engaged in the Quarry wort 
will be provided with drilling (g> 50 am (Fifty 
Centimetres]) per m and ay i,e. if in one batch the 
attendance in a period of ten days is 80 mandays It 
will be provided with 40 metres of drilling in that 
period of ten days. The Drilling mentioned above 
is in terms of the drilling done by Jack Hammers 
using drill steel rods of 32 to 34 mm. diametres. 
Further that these holes will be blasted with the 
help of explosives by the Management. The Manage- 
ment however will not be responsible for providing 
drilling or blasting in case the Compressor drivers, 
drillers, shortflrers or blasters go on strike or adopt 
go-slow. The number of mandays utilized for earth 
cutting, removal of overburden by tubs or loading of 
Rly. Wagons will not be taken into account for the 
purpose of calculating the minimum quantity of 
drilling to be given to workers. 

(b) Agreed that the Management will make suitable 
arrangements for pumping out water from the Quar- 
ries, in such manner that the workers can easily work 
either for removal of overburden or extraction of 
limestone 


(c) Agreed that if any batch or group of workers is 
unable to perform his normal work output cither 
due to the failure on the part of the Management 
to provide drilling or blasting as agreed In Para (a) 
above or due to failure to make suitable arrange- 
ments for pumping out water as set out in Para (b) 
above on any working days each of the workers so 
effected will bring the matter In writing to the notice 
of the Mines Manager who will provide altrrative 
work on that day to such affected persons either in 
the Mines or in the Lime Factory which is situated 
on the Mining Lease area itself. Separate notice in 
writing will have to be given by the affected batch/ 
group of workers on every day latest within one hour 
of the Btart of the shift. 
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(d) Agreed that if the Mines Manager after prompt 
examination of the Complaint fails to provide alters 
native work on any day under conditions set out in 
Para (c) above the Management will be liable to 
pay a fall back wage of Rs. 3.50P. (Rupees Three 
and paise fifty only) per day to each of such affected 
workers, 

3. The Management may introduce drilling by more power- 
ful drilling equipment giving holes of 75 mm. to 100 mm. 
diameter and in that event the quantity of drilling required per 
man day for optimum output will be substantially less. The 
Management and the workers* representative will then hold 
mutual negotiations with a view to arrive at an amicable 
settlement regarding the optimum quantity of drilling and 
blasting required to enable the workers to give normal output. 

4, In view of the settlement reached as set out above the 
Parties request the Hon’ble Court to give an Award in terms 
of the Settlement reached above.
